‘SOCCER

INSIDE-FORWARDS are the big shots: of the 
attack, finishing the work of wing players and the 
“half-backs. with goals... Successful. inside play. is. 
‘one of manoeuvre, subtle combination, and accurate 


shooting. 


A trio of imside players possessing these 


~£ifts, and the ability to-use them individually and 
in collaboration with each other. and who also 
*possess a fine turn of speed and physical courage, 
would be almost invincible in attack. 

While it is the inside forward’s play to force the 


main attack and do most of the goal shooting, it 


‘must be remembered that 


he has an obligation also 


to the defence should, it need his help. As a fourth 
half-back he performs sreat service during moments 
of pressure when the defence is being harassed. A 
successful inside-forward should be able to execute 
these two functions with equal ability. 


It may be said that more na- 
tural football craft is required ot 
an inside-forward than from) any 
Of the other positions in the team 

e insidy-forward need not be i 
big fellow physically, his  chigt 
needs are speed, grace, an excep- 
ionally agile body. courage ana 
deftness in the execution of ball 
work. The inside men have to do 
all the really clever things with 
the bali; neat passing, dribbling 
into position, and with a series of 
sustained, brainy movements work 
the ball into shooting position for 
himself, or one of his colleagues 
© shoot at goal, 

A clever inside-forward's play 
Tareserves an illusion of his 
movements, while his fellows are 
getting into u better position to 
score. He draws the defence, 
either to himself, or to his imme- 
diate supporters, and at the right 
moment does not pass to one of 
them, as the defence anticipates, 
but right across, to the alert win- | 
ger, who, with the defence off 
guard, runs straight for goal. Or,

Christoforidis, a handsome and compactly con-

Orphaned in the great Smiyrria 
fire, Anton Christoforidis shone 
shoes, peddled newspapers and 
Jrold horses for rich Athenians, He 
broke in fighting in an Athens 
beer‘hall . 
He became a bell hop and he got 
to Paris. 

Although he has had 80 fights 
on record, there isn’t a mark on 
him, which is something in the 
way of evidence that he can do 
something more than swat.

INSIDE-FORWARDS. are the-big ‘shots-of the:

While it is the inside forward’s play to force the 


main attack and do most of the goal shooting, it 
must be remembered that he has an obligation also 
to the defence should it need his help. As a fourth 
half-back he performs great service during moments 
of pressure when the defence is being harassed. A 
successful inside-forward should be able to execute

these two functions with equal ability. 


It may be said that more na- 
tural football craft is required of 
an inside-forward than trom = any 
of the other positions In the team. 
The inside-forward need not be a 
big fellow physically, his chief 
needs are speed, grace, an excep- 
tionally agile body, courage and 
deftness in the execution of ball 
work. The inside men have to do 
all the really clever things with 
the ball; neat passing, dribbling 
into position, and with a series of 
sustained, brainy movements work 
the ball into shooting position for 
himself, or one of his colleagues 
to shoot at goal, 

A clever inside-forward's play 
Preserves an jllusion of his 
movements, while his fellows are 
getting into a better position to 
score, He draws the defence, 
either to himself, or to hig imme- 
diate supporters, and at the right 
moment does not pass to one of 
them. as the defence anticipates, 
but right across to the alert win- 
ger, who, with the defence off 
guard, runs straight for goal. Or, 
maybe, he draws the defence to 
him and with a deft backward 
pass allows his shadowing half-

Bali Control Hall 
Mark Of Artist 


In modern footbail ball-control 
is the hall-mark of the artist. It 
is also a vital essential to the in- 
side-forward, who is relied upon 
by the rest of the team to get 
Zoals, Ball-control requires self- 
control, and over-excitement in 
front of goal when about to shoot 
is not only fatal, but it spoils the 
combination work of the other 
players who have helped lead up 
to the chance of scoring. Often 
good movements are utterly spoilt 
by an inside player being over- 
anxious to score. Had he kept his 
normal mental balance, steadied 
himself, and directed his shot, a 
goal might have been the result. 
An inside player who becomes 
flustered in front of goal — will 
never weld inte a successful at- 
tack. 


The ins'd2-forward is always 
tempted to work individually, es-: 
Pecially if he possesses « W’M 
above the average for dribbling 
and forceful play. This is well | 
if he sees an opening, where, in a| 
flash of judgment, coming usually 
from long experience and prac- 
tice, he knows will pay the whole 
team. But indiyidual work in a 
successful forward line is rarely 
ever seen to-day. Combination 
is the art of forward play. The 
individual has little chance now- 
adays with the defences made up 
of the finest and speediest players. 
It is preferable to rely upon team 
play and subtle combination than 
upon an individual effort with 
‘only a small chance of. success,

Ball-cantrol requires self- 
control, and over-excitement in 
front of goal when about ta shoot 
is not only fatal, but It spoils the 
combination work of the other 
players who have helped lead up 
to the chance of scoring. Often. 
good movements are utterly spoilt 
by an inside player being over- 
anxious to score. Had he kept his 
normal mental balance, steadied 
himself, and directed his shot, a 
goal might have been ‘the ‘resizIt. 
An inside player who beeoines 
flustered in front of gol ‘Will- 
never weld into a successful at-. 
tack. 

The inside-forward is always 
tempted to work individually, es-

This is Well 
if he sees an opening, where, in a 
flash of judgment, coming usually 
from long experience and ‘:prac- 
tice, he_knows will pay the whale 
team. But individual work in a 
successful forward ‘line is rarely 
ever seen to-day. Combination 
is the art of forward play. The 
individual has little chance now - | 
adays with the defenctés made up 
of the finest and speediest players. * 
It is preferable to rely upon ‘team 
play and subtle combination than 
upon an individual effort wiih 
only a small chance of success. 

Lastly, an inside-forward has to 
Xe constant'y aware of his res-
